London. Eng., June 5. — Derby week of 1911 has 
followed its predecessors into history with the 
generally conceded record of having exceeded all 
in jioint of attendance, brilliancy of raeiug and 
well -sustained interest from start to finish. King 
George was in attendance each day and Queen Mary 
was present on Derby and Oaks days, the general 
desire to see these eminent persons in the democratic 
freedom of the race track contributing in no small 
degree to attract the enormous crowds that daily 
covered Hi** broad expanses of Epsom Downs. 

That Sunstar should win the Derby was fore- 
ordained, ami the ease with which he did it was 
of tin* same measure as that of Ills triumph in the 
Two Thousand Guineas. In each case it was an 
easy wiu by two lengths, with Stedfast second. 
.“Vi Mist a r came back to the weighing stand after the 
lK«rbv limping perceptibly, ami it was said that he 
bad broken down. But he was not seriously injured, 
having either interfered slightly or been scraped 
lightly by another horse. lie will be pointed for St. 
Leger honors and may not start again until the big 
race arrives that will determine whether or not 
he is to lieoome one of the select band of Triple 
Crown winners. His career so far makes it manifest 
ihut he is greatly superior to our other three-year- 
olds. Although his owner is not a popular turfman 
Snnstnr’s victory was warmly applauded, a British 
iriliute to a proved good horse, tftedfast’s ill fortune 
in Iteiug forced to put up with the barren honors of 
second place in two such great races has brought out 
many expressions of sympathy with his popular 
owner. Lord Derby. 

From a strictly racing point of view the Coronation 
Cup was really* the greatest race of the meeting. 
It was trulv a conflict of giants of the track, Lem- 
berg, Sw vii ford. Bachelor's Double, Buckwheat, 
Charles O’Malley, Bronzino. Greenback and Yellow 
Slave forming a remarkable field of which Bachelor’s 
Double was equal favorite with Ixunberg at 9 to 4. 
When the French champion, Boiard. won the Gold 
Cup at Asr^it in 1874, there was a good deal of dis- 
sension as to the aggregate value of the six horses 
which took part in the race, which was generally 
estimated as about $250,000. Of course, the value of 
bloodstock lias increased enormously since those days, 
and it is not too much to write that were the eight 
runners for the Coronation Cup sent into the sales 
ring in the course of the next two or three mouths, 
tbev would make considerably more than twice that 
amount. This event has always been fortunate lu 
attracting animals of the highest class, but all records 
Vin this respect were broken here, and it may be a 
very long time before we are again treated to an- 
other such interesting race. There was Lemberg, 
winner of the Derby; Swynford. a hero of the St. 
Leger: Bachelor’s Double, a representative of the 
very highest handicap form, which has already car 
ried off a City and Suburban, a Royal Hunt (’up and 
a “Jubilee.”* Even omitting these three the field 
would have been a great one, for each of the other 
five have at one time or another performed really 
well in the best of company. Ixmiberg has never 
looked better in his life, and certainly never ran so 
well. As the first four finished within about a 
length, it might be thought that the battle was a 
desperately close one, but any judge of such matters 
who viewed the race impartially will realize that 
I.ioiiitx*rg had a good seven pounds the best of it. 
In t he iMt furlong I)ill<*n was standing up in his 
stirrups, and never had to ask his mount for any 



serious effort, and it must be admitted that the colt 
took full revenge on Swynford for his defeat in the 
St. Leger. The old adage that classic form can 
nearly always be trusted to l>eat the best handicap 
form that can be pitted against it was amply veri- 
fied. for Bachelor's Double was third, and Buckwheat 
(which performed infinitely better than he did at 
Kcmpton Park) close up, fourth. A gap of nearly 
100 yards separated this quartet from the others. 
The disappointment of the contest was Bronzino. 
ID* was backed for far more money than was any- 
thing else in the race. and. though he never looked 
better, never ran worse. Greenback, in spite of his 
second in the Derby, does not now seem to relish the 
Epsom course, as he has finished absolutely last in 
each of the two races he has run over it this season. 

The Oaks signally illustrated the proverbial uncer- 
tainty attending the running of races for fillies ex- 
clusively in the spring and early summer. Cheri- 
moya. the winner, was such an unknown quantity to 
the race-going public that few realized such an 
animal was in the race, at least as a factor to ho 
considered. Yet there lias seldom been an easier 
won Oaks. A quarter of a mile from home she shot 
to the front in an instant and, making the re- 
mainder of the running, won in a canter by three 
lengths from Tootles, which was five lengths in front 
of Hair 'Trigger II. It was one of the many disap- 
pointments of the Oaks that the American filly. 
Bashti, had not trained in form that justified sending 
her to the post. Many were ready to back her lie- 
cause of her excellent racing on your side of the 
water. She is sound, but does not seem to have 
become acclimated as yet. 

Charles Carroll’s charming Meddler filly. Melody, 
scored the principal American success of the meet- 
ing when she won the valuable Acorn Stakes for two- 
year-old fillies at live furlong* in easy fashion. She 
is generally credited with being the best two-year- 
old that has been out so far this season and lmd 
no difficulty in defeating laird Rosebery’s fast filly 
Charmian while giving her six mnimls. Much is 
expected in the future of the filly which finished 
third in this race. Major Eustace Ixider’s filly by 
Spearmint — Aduhi. her dam Adula being a sister to 
the famous Pretty Polly. The filly certainly repre- 
sents all that could be asked for in the way of 
breeding. 

Brodrick Cloete, who led in Cherimoya, the Oaks 
winner, lias been raving a number of years and in 
1885 his colors came very nigh to victory in the 
Derby, when his colt Paradox was beaten a bead by 
Melton. 

Dean Swift, tbe hero of so many City and Subur 
bans, was seen on a race course for t lie last time 
June 1. The game old fellow has turned awkward 
at the gate, and when the signal was given at the 
start of the Durdans Plate this public idol whipped 
round and took no part in the race. He is now to hi* 
given the freedom of an ample paddock until his 
days are over. 

A recent arrival here is that of the formerly noted 
American jockey E. Dominick. He will ride in 
Europe as a free lance and expects to spend a couple 
of years on this side. He lias not been riding for 
several years because of the ill health of his mother. 
She having died some months beck, he has decided 
to return to the saddle. American race-goers Iictc 
say that when in condition he has no superior in 
jockeyship. 

At Alag on Sunday last the rich Alager Prize was 
won by Count Arco-Zinneberg’s brown three-year- 
old colt. Mirage, by St. Maelou, out of Mercenary 
(Pretzner up), which beat Javor. White Clover and 
two others in clever fashion by a length. The dis- 
tance was a mile and a quarter. The winner is of 
English parentage on both sides, for the dam. Mer- 
cenary, is a mare of the late Lord Russell of Killo- 
weu’s breeding, and is by Janissary out of Miss 
Shylock. Prior to being sent to Germany. Mercenary 
was raced here and won a race or two for John 
Porter. 

Prior to winning on Sunstar Stern had not previ- 
ously been victorious in the Epsom Derby, though 
lie has won the French, German, Italian and Aus- 
trian Derby s. 

The Governor of Bombay has notified the Western 
India Turf Club that, in view of the increase in 
lietfing. no races will lie allowed after this year at 
Poona or Bombay unless the racing days are limited 
to ten and bookmakers abolished. Totalizators, how- 
ever. will be allowed, subject to restrictions. 

Among the riders D. Maher still holds a slight 
advantage over (5 Trigg in number of races won, but 
for a novelty he is not the leader in percentage. W. 
Saxby now enjoying that honor. The riding record of 
June 2 is:

TAKES ISSUE WITH CANON CHASE. 

The Brooklyn Citizen prints a letter which it re- 
cently received from Canon William S. Chase urging 
the public to express itself against the passage of 



the Gittins bills, which, by repealing some of the 
Hughes anti-race track legislation, will make it 
possible for the racing associations of Now York 
state to re-open their tracks and resume racing on 
a moderate scale. The Citizen likewise comments 
on (’anon Chase’s statements and takes him severely 
to task for them as being unfounded in fact. Re- 
sides, it points out that the public has had its till 
of the effect of the Hughes Jaws and will welcome 
relief. Canon Chase’s letter to the Citizen was 
couched in the following language: 

“The fact that the Senate Committee on Codes 
yesterday rejiorted the Gittins hills to re-establish 
race track gambling, though the majority individual 
members of the committee an* known to Is* opposed 
to the bills, should arouse the public ns to tin* danger 
of the proposed legislation. For evidently some 
political power stronger than the individual members 
of the committee directed them to report these bills. 
The real danger of the hills is that by omitting 
from the law which forbids keeping ‘gaming and 
betting establishments’ the words ‘any enclosure or 
place?’ they permit gambling of all kinds in any 
open air place anywhere in the state. 973 of the 
lK*nol law now f expressly provides that no owner or 
agent of any ‘enclosure or place* shall be guilty of 
a crime unless he ‘knowingly lets or permits the 
same’ to be used for gambling. 

“I have it upon undoubted authority of a man 
who aaw i f that one of the Republican leaders of 
the Senate was seeking votes from Republican Sen- 
ators for the Gittins bills. If the public is too much 
occupied with other things to express themselves 
once more vigorously to their Senators against race 
track gambling, they may see a Legislature, which 
represents two bosses and not the people, repeal the 
laws against gambling which have reduced thefts, 
embezzlements ami suicides ami have restored many 
gamblers to honest employment, and have given 
wives and children a steady income which formerly 
was denied them. The proposed bills permit gam- 
bling of all kinds, so long as it is not done iu anv 
‘room, shed, tent, tenement, booth, building, float, 
or vessel.’ The danger of this pernicious legislation 
makes still clearer the need of direct nominations 
so as to have a Legislature which represents not 
the bosses, but the people.” 

The Citizen’s comment on the letter follows: 

“The reverend gentleman, with that calm indiffer 
cnce to facts which is characteristic of certain mem- 
U*rs of the cloth, makes the bald statement that tbe 
anti-race track laws have reduced thefts, embezzle- 
ments and suicides, and have given wives and chil- 
dren a steady income which formerly was denied 
them. A few weeks ago the people were told, on the 
authority of some notoriety-seeking clergymen, that 
a ‘wave of crime’ was sweeping over Brooklyn. That 
same catch-penny press, the most vulgar and un- 
scrupulous in the world, which ‘played up’ the anti- 
race track bills, also ‘played up’ tbe ‘wave of crime’ 
business. These papers, which cater to the lowest 
instincts and the basest passions of the iguorant 
multitude, make a specialty of the ‘moral’ game 
for no other reason than the fact that it ‘pays.’ 
Well, a Brooklyn Grand Jury after a month’s inves- 
tigation reported that no ‘crime wave’ existed. 
Either there is or there is not a ‘wave of crime.’ 
The Grand Jury said that there is not. Canon Chase 
in one breath says that there is and in another that 
‘thefts, embezzlements and suicides’ have been re- 
duced by the passage of the Hughes anti-racing -laws. 
The actual truth is that conditons in this city are 
normal as far as statistics of crime are concerned, 
and Canon Chase if pinned down would be as little 
able to prove his assertion with respect to the de- 
crease of ’thefts, embezzlements and suicides’ as his 
other statement that a ‘wave of crime’ has swept 
over the city. He says that ‘many gamblers have 
been restored to honest employment’ since the race 
tracks closed. The Canon evidently has never read 
Schiller. If he had he would know that of all hutnai 
passions gambling is tbe one that obtains the great 
est hold on a person. No statute ever reformed a 
gambler. Tbe clerks, bookkeepers and small trades- 
men. whom presumably he refers to as gamblers, 
who l*et ou the races at the tracks, are the chief 
patrons of the hundreds of 'handbooks’ that have 
been doing business in this town since the Hughes 
laws closed the gates of the race tracks. 

“All these so-called ‘gamblers’ had honest employ- 
ment’ before the governor undertook to make men 
moral by statute. The real gambler, that is to say, 
the ’bookmaker.’ never denied his family a steady 
income, when he had it, and he generally had it. 
What is actually the case is this: Before the Hughes 
laws were passed the eight race tracks gave employ- 
ment to thousands, either directly or indirectly, and 
the wives and children of these thousands, by the 
passage of these laws, have been denied the steady 
income which their husbands and fathers were for- 
merly enabled to give them. Lack of employment, 
owing to the closing of the tracks, has increased if 
anything the number of suicides, of which there 
Were 278 in Brooklyn last year. The public today 
has a better understanding off the social and economic 
effects of the Hughes laws, and this is why it 
refuses to get excited by their anticipated repeal.’

TRACK CONDITIONS CHANGE IN MIDST OF 
AFTERNOON’S RACING. 

Star Jasmine Easily Disposes of Opposition in Chief 
Offering of Mediocre Card — Handzaretta Takes 
Race in Which Royal Captive Disappoints. 



Cincinnati. 0.. June 14. — A severe wind storm 
which came up simultaneously with the starting of 
the third race, caused a panicky feeling among the 
spectators at Latonia this afternoon and obscured 
the view of the running of the horses for a period 
after they had passed the half-mile ground. The 
air eleared when rain fell heavily just as the horses 
were flnishing and for the remainder of the after- 
noon the wet weather continued. The last three 
races were run over a muddy course and this circum- 
stance caused tile tardy withdrawals of Zienap ami 
Summer Night from t lie closing dash, from whieli 
Font had been scratched early iu the day. Today’s 
attendance was again of generous proportions, 
among the visitors being members of the New 
York. Brooklyn and Cincinnati base ball teams. 
Today’s card was of mediocre quality and brought 
but few of the stars into action. The sport, how- 
ever. was Interesting and the results pleasing to the 
majority of the spectators. The big operators were 
in rare form and managed to land on four of tbe 
afternoon’s winners, their principal disapiioiiitnieiit 
coming with the running of the third race, in whieli 
Royal Captive failed to run up to expectations. 
Aside from Royal Captive’s disappointing showing, 
the performance of Handzaretta was sensational. 
This moody racer was away last, being practieallv 
left, but came with a rush in the last sixteenth to 
win in the last stride. 

Star Jasmine had little serious opposition in the 
fourth race. Dilatory and Foretop offering the great- 
est contention. II. K. Knapp scored his second suc- 
cess of tlie meeting when Petronius took the closiug 
purse in handy style, with Tom Bigbee in second 
place. 

Dutch Rock was favored by the slippery going that 
prevailed when the fifth race was culled and lasted 
to beat Discontent, with Oracle, the favorite, far 
hack and floundering. McCreary took a band of 
useful youngsters into camp in the opener and Ben 
Lasea made a show of his opponents in the second. 

County Tax was shipped with Governor Gray to 
Hamilton. James S. Everman, who went with the 
horses, said they would both be returned here by 
Monday next. 

Jockey A. Burton has contracted to ride for Amos 
Turney and left for Hamilton today. J. S. Ward 
shipped a three-year-old maiden to the Canadian 
track to he handled by Mr. Turney. Jockev Steele 
was another to leave for Hamilton during the dav. 

Soua’s entry will in future be barred here on ac- 
count of her bad actions at tbe barrier. The same 
restriction applied against her last winter at Juarez. 

Assistant starter Harry Morrissey, who is now 
supervising the training of Donau,* is said to be 
working wonders with the Gerst horse and has 
him as tractable as a lamb. He worked four and 
a half furlongs this morning iu sensational style and 
actually ran as if he relished the task. 

Carl Mitchell, a star jockey of the long ago, who 
has ridden abroad as well as on American courses, 
was among today’s arrivals with several horses that 
he owns and will campaign here. 

Lon Jones’ string of racers, headed by Azyiade. 
arrived from Louisville this afternoon. 

The successful three-horse combination, consisting 
of Star Jasmine, Dutch Rock and Petronius, paid 
$112.10 for each $2. The two-horse combination 
of McCreary and Ben Lasea paid $57.80.

Spokane. Wash.. .Tune 14.— The clatter of the 
hammer at tin* Iaike City track is like music iu the 
ot Superintendent W. W. Finn of the Coeur 
d Alene Fair and Raring Association, for a large 
corps of carpenters is at work on the grandstand and 
stalls of the new mile track near Post Falls. Idaho. 
Oyer eighty of the 560 stalls to lx* erected at the 
Idaho track are in readiness, while much of the 
preliminary work on the grandstand lias been com- 
pleted. The grandstand alone. 250x70 feet, with a 
capacity of 4.760, requires 216.000 feet of lumber, 
while, the stalls and fence account for 199.000 more, 
bringing the grand total up to 415,000. \ feature 

of the grandstand will lie the Inclined aisles, which 
will eliminate the steep steps seen in so main- 
stands. 

Probably the biggest stable to be shipped here for 
tbe hake City meeting will lie that of Irving H. 
Wheatcroft. who will ship thirty-four of the St. 
James Stable horses to the new track. 

H. G. Bedwoll will campaign thirty-two horses 
during the meeting, while Wade MeLemore will in- 
vade this section with a string of seven. Earl 
Linnell, owner of BlaCk Mate and other good horses, 
has asked for stalls for ten horses. J. H. Adams, 
who is running eight horses at Lagoon, has also re- 
served stalls. 

Reports from British Columbia indicate that 300 
horses will invade Idaho from that section.

GOVERNOR GRAY’S SIRE. 

Cincinnati, O., June 14. — Jake Marklein extracted 
about as much satisfaction as anyone from Governor 
Gray’s sensational Latonia Derby victory, for it was 
he who developed Garry Herrmann, the sire of the 
great gelding and raced him successfully through his 
two year-old form. Garry Herrmann was one of a 
bunch of yearlings Mr. .Marklein selected when he 
was training a string of horses for L. V. Bell. He 
paid $750 for the son of Esher and later on during 
that season, when Mr. Bell decided to quit racing 
and sell all of his horses. Mr. Marklein purchased 
the sire of Governor Gray for $450. Mr. Marklein 
later sold Garry Herrmann for $25,000 as a three- 
year-old, and the late Capt. S. S. Brown of Pittsburg 
finally became bis owner. 

When Captain Brown died the great horse was 
offered at public sale at L*xiugton and Capt. Harry 
Brown bought him in. after J. E. Widener of Phila- 
delphia had carried him to $13,000. The following 
season he developed a ringbone and when offered for 
sale the next autumn lie only brought something over 
$300. Realizing that 1 m* would probably sell for a 
small sum. as lie hud become unpopular as a sire. 
Mr. Marklein lmrried to Lexington to buy him, as he 
bad in view the presentation of the horse to his 
namesake. When he found that the horse had a 
ringbone he made no effort to secure him. 

Garry Herrmann is now in the stud in Manitoba. 
As a two-year old performer he was more consistent 
than bis noted son. but as a three -year-old Governor 
Gray outshines his sire by far. Mr. Marklein says, 
however, that be would never have done so had 
Garry Herrmann trained soundly at that age.

He is not showing any of 
the soreness that marked his work earlier in the 
season. 

Frank G. Hogan who is financially interested in 
the Lagoon track near Salt Laks City, lias received 
word from Presiding Judge Martin Nathanson that 
the Lagoon meeting is a huge success and well pat- 
ronized. 

.T. B. Respess has nineteen yearlings with an as- 
tonishingly large proportion of colts. There are 
nineteen in all. five by Marathon, all colts, a colt by 
Six Shooter and ten colts and three fillies by Dick 
Welles. He also has seventeen weanlings from the 
twenty-five mares that lie bred. 

William Gerst of Nashville is siting his first 
racing of the season at Latonia. Pressure of business 
kept him away from the earlier meetings. Mr. Gerst 
is greatly disappointed bv the showing of his Ken 
tueky Derby winner Donau. He li.-nl hoped to s«*e 
him in condition this season, hut the horse seems 
%0 have deteriorated into a racer of little account. 



CONFORMATION OF FAMOUS RACERS. 



“Cowl race horses come in all shapes,” is an 
axiom of racing that no one will dispute. But 

that certain conformations are better adapted to 
certain kinds of racing we have abundant evidence. 
We can prove nothing by citing exceptions to a rule, 
unless the exceptions are sufficiently numerous to 
weaken it. Race horses come in many shapes, the 
thick-set, sturdy Bonnie Scotlands, the light fleshed, 
wiry LcnmJngtons. high on the leg and short in 
liody like Ormonde, and long and low like The Ill- 
Used: some galloping with a straight knee like 
Grlustead, others all knee-action like George Kinney, 
or with action completely from behit^l, like Donald 
Macdonald. 

The type of race horses for sprinting and staying 
differs materially. In general, the thick, heavy- 
muscled horse has greater speed. We often hear 
the expression “muscled like a quarter horse” — an 
| expression arising from the old days of quarter 
horse racing and which means large, round muscles, 
full and prominent. For sudden efforts they are 
powerful: but not for sustained efforts — they tire 
sooner, because, probably, they are short in the 
leverage, or too coarse in texture. On the other 
hand, the type of horse whoso muscles are not so 
prominent, but whose conformation is of the angular 
style, is usually deficient in early speed, but is a 
better stayer than the round, muscular one. 

The famous till y Correction (a sister to Domino, 
and since the dam of Yankee), was one of the most 
conspiring examples. While not what could be 
called a very robust mare in appearance, her de- 
velopment of quarters and gaskins was so remarkable 
as to attract the attention of the most casual ob- 
server. She was the fleetest mare of her day up to 
a mile, but she preferred six furlongs much letter. 
Her brother. Domino, was built upon similar, but 
far more robust lines, and I doubt if we have seen 
a faster horse than Domino. But he was at best 
a miler, although his courage carried him a trifle 
further. At a mile and a quarter he could not 
prevail. 

For the Suburban of 1895 I allotted Domino 123 
pounds, and there was a howl that he was “thrown 
in.” He started one of the hottest favorites in the 
history of flie race, ran brilliantly for a mile, then 
fell back unplaced, a tew years later lYed Tarsi 
and Sam Doggett, the jockeys, were sitting in our 
office one day, just prior to starting for Austria, 
and gossiping of the races in which they had ridden. 

“I think, Sam. the greatest surprise I ever had 
was in the Suburban when you rode Sir Walter and 
beat me on Domino.” remarked Taral. 

“Of course.” replied Doggett, “everybody thought 
you’d win with Domino.” 

“I thought his sj>eed would carry him through,” 
resumed Taral. “I had ridden liiin in a great many 
races and never found him to flinch. He had all his 
speed uj) to a mile. Then, all of a sudden, I heard 
hitn go ‘Ugh’ and he stopped so quickly I thought 
he had broken down.” 

No two horses could have boon more unlike than 
Domino and his great rival. Henry of Navarre. The 
former had plenty of length of barrel, but he was 
bulky, heavily muscled, with enormous propelling 
power. Henry, on the contrary, was rather angular 
and stood higher on the leg, was lighter in the quar- 
ters and in the neck, and altogether less robust in 
appearance. At a mile, Domino could always outrun 
Navarre, lmt at a mile ami a furlong it was another 
story, while at a mile and a quarter it w?s a com- 
plete reversal. The black and the chestnut illus- 
trated the point made as between the round muscled, 
robust type and the longer muscled, less robust one. 

Voter, the successor of Domino as a phenomenal 
speed horse, was of the huge, short-muscled type. 
Few horses have shown more muscle in the quarters 
and gaskins, while he had a back cloven like a 
ram’s. He could out-gallop any horse of Ills time; 
but not beyond a mile. Itoseben was another of the 
heavy-muscled type, with great size and capacity 
to carry weight; but found his enormous carcass too 
heavy to carry beyond seven furlongs. Jack Atkin 
was another of the type: pace or weight made little 
difference xvith him, but he tired when he was asked 
to go beyond a mile with horses of class. Olambala, 
on the other hand, is an extreme case of the long, 
light, wiry type, lacking the burst of speed but a 
real stayer. 

Glencoe and Lexington, both horses of considerable 
bulk, early set the fashion in this country for the 
robust type; and when Leamington was Imported 
there was a prejudice against him because he was of 
the rangy, wiry type. “To much daylight under 
him,” horsemen said. But in four years they were 
all clamoring for liis stud services. His son, Long 
fellow, inherited his length, with more bone and 
size — so much, indeed, that he was n backward colt, 
and it was not until late in his three-y ear-old sea- 
son that he began to reach his form. After that 
he became one of the best race horses this country 
has known. For so large and lengthy a horse we 
never saw so quick a beginner. Nor do wo recall a 
horse of greater stride. He always made the pace 
— “from end to end” being the policy of bis owner, 
Mr. Harper, considering which, that he could man- 
age to stay as well as he did was remarkable. But 
then he was, despite his great size, built upon the 
lines of a stayer. 

Ben Holladay was of the angular, long-muscled 
type, and when in training Ills quarters were so 
narrow and lacking in fullness that a yearling 
would have put him to shame. Yet It is doubtful 
if we have seen a horse which could carry his speed 
over a longer distance. He was. probably, the great- 
est distance horse of this generation under great 
.veights. I weighted him I3S pounds for the Morris 
Park Handicap, two and one-quarter miles, in 189S, 
and he won in a cantor. In 1899 I allotted him 
140 pounds for the same stake, and he was beaten 
onlv a head by Muskadine, 106 pounds, with Ethcl- 
bert, 117 pounds, a head behind him. The character 
of muscle that made Ben Holladay the stayer par 
excellence, could not enable him to prevail the 
great middle distance races, like the Suburban. 
Brooklyn, Metropolitan, Advance, etc. His long, 
slender muscles failed to give him the burst of 
speed at the start, and while he was nlways coming 
bravely at the finish he could not catch his horses. 

Parole was an angular, light-waisted gelding, 
with no apparent muscular power, but he stamped 
himself one of the most famous horses in racing 
history, both here and in England, and raced until 
lie was eleven years old. He was a good horse at 
all distances, and his action was quite perfection, 
resembling the steady lope of an old dog fox pur- 
sued by a paek of bounds. It may be said that 
the comparison is unfortunate, as the hounds usu- 
ally catch the fox. They do not always, and it is 
no great credit to them when they do. as they are 
about three times as large and as strong as the fox. 
and outnumber him by a majority almost as great 
as Pennsylvania gives the Republican ticket. 

In heavy ground the ronml-muscled, compact, ro- 
bust style of horse generally prevails, owing, prob- 
ably. to the greater power of his ranselos for imme- 
diate effort. Wo have never had a family of race 
horses that surpassed that of Bonnie Scotland in this 
respect. They were mostly of the round, compact 
type, tremendously muscled, and, while not so re- 
nowned for stamina as for si>epd. they won more 
races than any other strain of their day. Bramble, 
Luke Blackburn. George Kinney, Bancroft. Balance 
All. Glidolia. Bootjack, etc., won race after race In 
heavy ground until “the Bonnie Scotlands for the 
inud” became a proverb among horsemen. 

That angular, leggy and long-muselod horses are 
usually bad performers in heavy, muddy ground is a 
fact well known to most horsemen. The fact is 
such horses arc naturally long stridors. If the 
going is muddy, a long striding horse slips, and 
fear of falling, causes him to shorten his stride. 
Thus, deprived of Ids natural advantage, he loses 
his race, Tlic Bonnie Scotlands were usually stocky, 
short legged horses, and. with their groat muscle and 
short, rapid stride, they fairly revelled in mud, and, 
as a baseball friend put it, “they never needed rain 
checks.” 

Luke Blackburn had more muscle than any horse 
wo can remember. His speed and energy were 
amazing, blit he managed to stay a mile and a half. 
Alarm was a short-necked, stocky, heavily-muscled 
horse, but lie could not stay beyond a mile. His 
son. Ilimyar. less heavily muscled, could carry liis 
speed further. Himvar’s son. Domino, as already 
noted, was not a stayer, but liis son. Commando, a 
rather coarse colt of more length and liberty, seemed 
able to race over a distance. Glemnore was a mus- 
cular horse, but in a four mile heat race at Coney 
Island some years since he developed a clear case 
of tetanus and could hardly gallop — something we 
have never seen a long-muscled horse do. 

Of course, there are notable exceptions. We have 
seen large horses and heavily-muscled horses which 
could stay as well as sprint. The French horse 
Mortomor we thought one of the largest and most 
powerful horses xvo ever saw. He won at all dis- 
tances from five furlongs to two miles and a half. 
Tom Ochiltree was a mammoth for size and a Her- 
cules for muscle, and though speed was his forte, 
he could stay. Irish Lad was another, and so was 
Peter Pan. Emperor of Norfolk, Springbok and Sy- 
sonby. Burgomaster was one of the most massive 
colts of recent times, but he stayed the Belmont 
course. So did Bowling Brook, but lie* was too 
heavily topped for his light limbs. ITermis was a 
chunky, compact horse and certainly he did all lie 
was asked to do. 

Thus, while there are many exceptions, as n 
general thing, the short, heaviiy-mnseled horse ex- 
cels for speed, while the long muscles arc better 
for a sustained effort — they better boar the con- 
traction resulting from sustained speed. Probably 
a happy medium between the two is the ideal horse 

-a horse of the style of Africander. He was the 
bean ideal of a racer, just tall enough to give 
length of stride, just muscled enough to give him 
the needed speed and dash, though he leaned toward 
the staving type. Etlielbert was a horse of the 
intermediate type, so was Requital. It is a princi- 
ple of racing, that a mere sprinter, or pure stayer, 
cannot be called a first-class horse, but be should 
till I m it 1 1 conditions — horses like Cyllene. St. Simon. 
Payardo, Isonomy. Isinglass and Spearmint in Eng- 
land; Mortemer and Boiard in Flange, and Longfel- 



low', Henry of Navarre. Hindoo. Hanover, Sysonby 
and Salvator in this country. 

This letter is not written to exploit a theory, and 
the fact that examples for and against are given is 
proof enough of that. All students of racing and 
breeding are apt to indulge theories at some time 
in their career, but in the end they find them un- 
profitable. The fact is the race horse is a complex 
animal, an uncertain animal. Like a lady, he is 
a being that lias withstood for many generations the 
efforts of mankind to understand. Science, phil- 
osophy and logic are thrown away in the effort. 
And who shall say we should like either the better 
if we understood them? The charm of woman lies 
largely in our inability to understand her; the charm 
of the race horse, and of racing, is their element 
of uncertainty — without which there could be no 
racing, and hence, no race horses. — W. S. Vosburgh 
in Thoroughbred Record. 

THE PERILS OF TATTENHAM CORNER. 



“ ‘If he only escapes accident coming round Tnt- 
tenham Corner, and secures a good place, he will 
win.’ 

“Ilow often has this remark been made by owners 
of horses competing In the Derby when speaking of 
the chances of their colts. And what a big ‘if’ it 

is, for here is the real crucial point of the whole 
struggle. A horse badly placed when commencing 
the turn round the Corner ‘stands every chance of 
being interfered with from both sides, for it is here 
that jockeys generally make their effort towards 
success, and a little carelessness on their part might 
easily bring disaster to half a dozen animals, with 
perhaps broken limbs for their riders,” says Loudon 
Sporting Life. 

“Everyone has heard of Tattenham Corner, hut 
few indeed outside regular racegoers have ever seen 

it, or understood anything of the difficulties which 

must be faced by a horse which has to negotiate it 
at nearly top speed. These difficulties are greatly 
increased by the fact that the quarter of a mile 
which precedes the Corner is down hill, and there- 
fore considerable pace has been attained before it is 
reached. The late Harry Constance, who rode in 
nineteen consecutive Derbys. says of it: ’What is 

known as Tattenham Corner is one of the worst 
bends I ever rode round or saw*. It is not only down 
a very steep incline, but on a side hill, as well as a 
very sharp turn, and It is wonderful to me it Is not 
productive of more accidents.’ The nature of the 
ground and circumstances generally do not permit of 
a jockey easing his horse in rounding the bend, for 
were be to do so he would stand a great chance of 
being run into by the horses in his rear. Again, 
whatever pngiton he may be In he must keep to until 
well round the turn, for should he draw ever so 
slightly to one side he may interfere with another 
animal, and the slightest touch under such circum- 
stances may have disastrous results. 

“The coolness and nerve shown by the jockeys gen- 
erally in taking this dangerous bend proves that they 
appreciate its difficulties, and it is rare indeed that 
an accident has to be recorded. In recent years, in- 
deed. only two. come readily to mind. The first of 
these occurred In the Derby of 1899. w’lien the Duke 
of Westminster’s Flying Fox won. On this occasion 
our French friends were the sufferers. Their cham- 
pion. the grey Holocauste, had apparently got safely 
round the corner, though running a bit wide; but 
the possibility is that he lmd not got fairly straight- 
ened out again, for he had hardly headed for home 
when he peeked badly and fell, unfortunately break- 
in-' a fetlock joint, and had to be destroyed. 

“A more recent one occurred in the Derby of two 
years ago, and probably contributed towards the 

success of King Edward’s colt Minoru, which occa- 
sioned the greatest scene of enthusiasm ever known 
on a race course. This time it was <rur American 
cousins who suffered. They held high hopes of Sir 
Martin, which had been bought by Louis Winans at 
a big figure, and had proved himself a good horse. 
Making the descent to the Corner he sprawled a 
little, and was consequently struck into by the 

horse following In his wake. V'alens and William 
the Fourth were forced to come around to avoid him 
and his jockey, Martin. The latter was brought 

back on the ambulance, but beyond being badly 

bruised suffered no hurt. 

“A quick-witted jockey is very often presented with 
a fine opening when coming round the Corner into 
the straight. A big, far-striding animal is as likely 
as not to run a bit wide making the turn, and com- 
ing away from the rails leaves plenty of room for 
the horse immediately behind him to dash through 
and secure the berth on the inside, which means so 
much towards ultimate success. This happened in 
the case of Minoru when Herbert Jones was quick 
to seize Hie opening presented by I couriers going 
a trifle wide. This piece of judgment on the part 
’of the king's jockey undoubtedly went a long way 
towards achieving the most popular Derby victory 
in the annals of the race. 

“The Derby course itself is practical 1§ in two 
halves, one up hill and one down. The start is on 
a slight rise, but after a few yards there is a 
slight fall until opposite Downs House, about 200 
yards from the start. Then commences a rise of 
thirty-six feet to the City and Suburban starting 
post. Her;? the ground slopes a good deal, the out- 
side of the track being nine feet higher than on the 
mils. For the next 300 yards the rise is much 
steeper, there being in this distance a gradient of 
twenty feet, equal to one in forty-five. 

“On the next 690 yards, whieli reaches past the 
seven-furlongs post, there is a rise of thirty feet 
more, the ground here being 100 feet higher than at 
the starling post. The best going of the whole 
journey occurs on the curve of the old Woodcote 



Stakes post, and from here there is a rapid descent 
to Tattenham Corner. 

“The horses come on to the straight course about 
half a mile from the winning post on ground which 
fi lls one in twenty-three and when past the Junction 
of the Great Metropolitan course there Is a descent 
of forty feet to the beginning of the stands. All 
along ibis stretch the cross sect ion is very pro- 
nounced, the stand side being umeh higher than ou 
the rails. From the grandstand to the winning post 
there is an easj' Incline.”
